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ileavy rains have raised the water level of the Sungari River so that even large 
vessels can navigate to Harbin. fhe Russians intend to utilize larje numoers of 
yiver vessels in order to transport as much foodstuff as possible from Harbin 
to the USSR befora the river freazes. 


In the afternoon on 3 August two small gunboata, formeriy used oy Japanese forces, 
and ten small river steamers, each towing one tugbeat (7 barge ?},. docked at the 
Lin Chiang ( #3, ‘at. ) wharf in Harbin, Tao Wai (3 Na +i)» The gunboats 
Flew the Soviet flag. Twe of the steamers wers leaded with various, types of am- 
munition, In the morning on 4 August the unloading of the vessels was begun.
